Then began a 
ba ttle fo r life and ho no r by the y o ung 
wo man. 
The fiend held a knife in his 
teeth and she made a desperate effo rt 
to get it in her po ssessio n. 
In the at­ 
tempt her hands were cut frightfully 
and she was so o n co mpelled to giv e up 
the unequal co ntest 
With the knife 
in o ne hand and the o ther a t her thro at, 
the wretch declared if she made an o ut­ 
cry he wo uld kill her. 
Still « he fo ught 
silently and successfully . 
About noon, near the old Lawrence 
bridge, twelve miles west of Larned, 
the wretch was found asleep. 
He was 
awakened by bis pursuers and upon be­ 
ing confronted with his crime and the 
evidence, confessed his guilt 
He was 
brought back to Larned and given into 
the custody of 
Sheriff 
Thorp, who 
placed him In jail. 
As the electric light whistle gav e the 
ho ur o f 12, recruits went into the elec­ 
tric po wer ho use blo ck In squads o f 
twelv e and fifteen and a t 12:15 , fifty de­ 
termined men, under go o d leadership, 
adv anced.

N ew Y or k , Sept. ir>.—One of the doc­ 
tors form erly a tta c he d to the W r d of 
he alth in speak ing of the probability of 
the spread of cholera in this city .said 
la st nig ht: 
“ T he pre sent indications 
point to an epidem ic of cholera w hich 
shall req u ire the m ost string e nt m eas­ 
ures on the pa rt of the au thoritie s to 
pre ve nt from assum ing larg e propor­ 
tions. 
T he fa c t tha t the history of the 
cases are so fa r unknow n m akes the 
d a ng er all the g reater, as the points of 
d istribu tion of cholera germ s m ay be 
m any . 
W ere these centers of infection 
knowm m easures m ig ht be ta k e n to de­ 
stroy the germ s and g u ard a g ainst the 
fu rthe r spread. 
As the situ a tion is a t present, the 
he alth au thoritie s can only a c t on each 
case as it appears, w hile the disease it­ 
self is perhaps secretly spreading and 
infe c ting the crow’^ded tenem ent dis­ 
tric ts of the city . 
T he fact tha t five 
cases occurred w ithin such a short pe­ 
riod of tim e is strong proof tha t they 
w ere not sporadic a tta c k s of A siatic 
cholera, bu t xvere of the tru e epidem ic 
c ha ra c te r. 
T here can be bu t one ques­ 
tion as to its e ntra nce w ithin the city ; 
it m u st have come by the w ay of some 
of the m any steam ships a rriving a t this 
port from Europe. 
I t is possible tha t it cam e from the 
E uropean ports not declared to be in­ 
fected. 
I t is probable tha t the germ s 
w ere carried in the clothing or baggage 
of som e of the passengers w ho passed 
throu g h som e of the cholera-stricken 
d istric ts of E urope. 
T his can only be j 
d eterm ined by tra c ing up the history ' 
of those w ho died from the disease. 
“ A n epidem ic w ill not re su lt in such 
a larg e m ortality as in the pa st history 
of the plague w hen sa nita ry science 
w as in a crude state. 
W itli the present 
know ledge of the law s of sanitation 
and the facilities given to the he a lth 
au thoritie s in conjunction w ith the 
best m edical advice in A m erica, the dis­ 
ease should be speedily g otte n u nd e r 
control. 
T he city is in fairly good sanitary 
condition and the board of he alth is 
w ell equipped> in point of m oney and 
m en to deal w ith the scourge u nd er or­ 
d ina ry 
circum stances. 
Should 
the 
cholera g e t into som e of the crow ded 
tenem ents on the low er e ast side of the 
tow n it w ould be a difiieult m a tte r to 
check the ravages of the disease.

the face of such a situ ation, to cope w ith 
the plague. 
In the 
face of such 
a calam ity 
thre a te ning the city it is necessary for 
the w elfare of the cou ntry th a t all po­ 
litical consideration should be pu t aside. 
T he co-operation of the em inent m edi­ 
cal m en of tlie city should be sought 
and given. 
A ll should w ork tog e the r 
w ith a single purpose—the w elfare of 
the com m unity .” 
T here is a suspicion tha t M ax V itk aft,
